First Ballot Favors Grant. 


“On the first ballot 9 of the Ohio dele- 
pation voted for Mr. Blaine, 34 for me, and 

for Edmunds, The general result was 304 
for Grant, 284 for Blaine, 93 for Sherman, 
34 for ‘Edmunds, 30 for Washburne, 10 for 
Windom. The vote of my friends would 
have nominated Blaine at any period of the 
convention, but under the conditions then 
existing it was impossible to secure this vote 
to either Blaine or Grant. 

The final result was the gain of a new 
candidate and the nomination of Garfield. 
It is probable that if. I had received the 
united vote of the Ohio delegation I would 
have been nominated, as my relations with 
both Gen. Grant and Mr. Blaine were of a 
friendly character, but it is hardly worth 
while to comment on what might have deen. 
The course of the Ohio delegation was the 
subject of severe comment and. perhaps of 
vnfounded suspicions.of perfidy on the part 
of some of the delegates.

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ECKELS ON THE BUSINESS REVIVAL. 


Fear of Free Coinage the Only Thing 
| in the Way of Prosperity. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special.]}— 
The general revival in business which has 
marked the last few months in this country.“ 
observed Controller Eckels, ‘“‘has been equal- 
ly.noticeable in England and on the centi- 
nent. I was told by a number of prominent 
bankers in London that every day addition- 
al evidence came to them of a reviving of 
trade and commerce throughout the busi- 
ness world. The single thing that seems to 
mitigate against.a wholesale demand for 
American securities abroad is the question 
on the soundness of our currency system 
and 12 actual extent of the free silver move- 
men 

Abroad they do not hesitate to express 
their belief in the richness of our resources, 
but continually couple with tHis a fear of 
our enacting some bad nfonetary legislation, 
thus destroying values. It cannot be de- 
nied that this fear is still retarding perma- 
nent investment of foreign capital here, and 
will continue just as long as there is the 
least serious appearance of any free coinage 
law. Bimetallism is discussed in England 
more as à theoretical problem than as a 
practical one, and the interest in it even 
from such a point of view is certainly on the 
wane. 

“Everywhere abroad I learned and saw 
evidence of the fat that our American man- 
ufactured products are obtaining an in- 
creased market. Germany and Russia fur- 
5 especially attractive fields for opera- 
tions. 

“I am sure there is less interest taken in 
the. rehabilitation of silver as a money 
metal both in England and on the continent 
than at any time for a long period back. 
It never fas been suggested by the most 
ardent English, French, or German friend of 
Silver that bimetallism maintained by a 
single nation was a possibility in finance 
and now ho one seems to be considering 
it very seriously as gn international possi- 
bility. No one appears willing to take the 
initiative in issuing invitations to a general 
conference, largely because of the belief 
that the whole subject is markedly theoret- 
ic and that the attending delegates would 
not come clothed with such powers as would 
bind go fh one to any plan Which might be 


In England the question, when discussed 
at all, is discussed in its bearing upon En- 

glish colonial possessions, particularly as to 
india. Tt ‘ie safe to say that with these 
eliminated bimetallism would attract no at- 
tention there, save as a problem to philose- 
phize upon. In Germany the agricultural 
depression of the country has given it some 


- prominence, almost wholly, however, poli:- 


ical in character. 

“The marked improvement in trade 
throughout the world will undoubtedly have 
the effect in Hurope, as it has here, of rele- 
gating the question to the rear. The posi- 
tien recently taken by Mr. Balfour against 
the calling of a conference warrants such 
assertion and fixes the belief that causes 
greater and reasons more potent than now 
exist must force themselves to the front 
béfore the political, business, and commer- 
cid] world of Europe will consent to or ap- 
prove of a change of the present single 
standard of value.”

With a swift digression he 
launched into the question of taxation, ex- 
plaining to the audience the different meth- 
ods of raising reveune by taxation.

GAIUS Ss. MERWIN RESTS QUIETLY. 


Physician Thinks His Insanity Will 
Field to Needed Rest. 

Gaius S.. Merwin, the iron merchant, who 
became suddenly and violently insane and 
frightened his neighbors in Woodland Park 
on Sunday by shooting at everybody in 
sight, rested quietly all day. yesterday ut 
the Detention Hospital. Attorney Perly 
and Dr. I. B. Baldwin were the only visitors 
permitted to see him. They found him ra- 
tional enough on most subjects, but he com- 
plained to them his friends were plotting 
against his life. 

His father, J. F. Merwin, who was sent 
for at once, is expected to arrive in Chicago 
from New Haven, Conn., some time today. 
Merwin expressed perfect willingness to re- 
main at the Detention Hospital until his 
father should arrive. 

Concerning Merwin's condition Dr. B. F. 
Swift, the attendant physician at the hos- 
pital, said: 

“Merwin has been very quiet since com- 
ing here. He has sat around the ward chat- 
ting with the attendants and his physician 
and attorney. We have permitted nobody 


to talk much with him as to his condition 


for fear of exciting him.: He thinks some- 
body is plotting against him, but on other 
subjects: appears.to be rational enough. 

“I think his case is a very favorable one 
for treatment. All he needs is rest and 
quiet. -I believe it is only a case of overwork 
and. business excitement. He will be all 
apt after a term of absohite rest and 
quiet.” 


REFUSES TO APPOINT A RECEIVER. 


Judge Tuley Denies the Motion in the 
Case of Terhune Against Kean. 

Judge Tuley yesterday denied the motion 
to appoint a receiver in the case of Terhune 
against Kean and others, and the decision 
sounds the death knell of 487 out of the 1021 
creditors of S. A. Kean’s defunct bank.

Finally I fell to the floor and somebody fell 
on my leg and it was broken.

Then they laid me on the floor 
and looked at my leg. They left me lying 
there while the lodge was called to order. 

Geiger said a carriage was called and he 
was taken home, but on the way a stop was 
made at a doctor’s office and his leg set. 
ne 8 bone, he said, protruded. through the

Latter Market, However, Closes with 

. Better Feeling, Liquidation Ap- 

" pearing to Have Been About Com- 

pleted and Bears Coming to the 

Rescue--Deeline’ of the Last Three 

Days Suid to Have Netted John H. 
Inman u Quarter of a Million. 


New York, Oct. 21.—(Specia!.}]—The Cotton 
Exchange was the scene of wild and un- 
precedented excitement today. It was one 
of the most remarkable days in the history 
of the exchange. 

The market had closed Saturday many 
points off and the cotton trade awaited the 
opening today with deep concern. 
leading New York bull declared on the close 
of last week's bear raid deal that he had not 
sold a bale of his cotton and did not intend 
to, and there was a feeling among the ma- 
jority of the prophets that there would be a 
great rally today and that prices .would 
steadily return to the nines for January. 

The first bid in the pit was 8.45 for Jan- 
vary, which had closed at 8.87 Saturday. 
There were no takers. Point by point the 
bids increased, until 8.55 was reached and a 


sale was made. 

Then the market went all to pieces. The 
brokers formed themselves. into excited 
cliques and bid and bought wildly. Some- 
times half a dosen different prices prevailed 
at the same moment. It was impossible to 
make head or tail out of the pandemonium. 

When the news came that the market in 
the pool ‘had gohe off 33 points a panicky 
feeling overspread the exchange. Orders 
to sell came from” every part of the coun- 
try. 

Meantime word came from New Orleans 
that a combination had been formed to 
hold up prices. E. B. Cuthbert sent in the 
statement that a dispatch had been re- 
ceived from New Orleans confirming the 
report that Lavourisse, the bull leader there, 
and Lehman, Stern & Co. had determined 
to sustain prices at all hazards. Still the 
market continued to fall. The slaughter 
became terrific at 1:30 o’clock and by 2 
o'clock the sales had reached nearly 600,000, 

Among the most active men on the floor 

during the day was John H. Lyman. His 
transactions were enormous, and it is said 
that the decline in the last three days has 
netted him’ something over $250,000. He is 
reported now to be a bull on the market, 
and there was at the close a feeling that 
rock bottom had been reached and that the 
market would open with a strong tendency 
to recover. The total decline was 60 poinis 
a pound, This is six-tenths of a cent and 
means $3 on a bale of 500 pounds, which is 
the average weight. * 
New Orleans, La., Oct. 21.— [Special. I The 
excitement in the cotton market today was 
even more intense than on Saturday, and 
the sales reached 247,000 bales. This prob- 
ably represents about two-thirds of the act- 
ual transactions. Liverpool was, if any- 
thing, a shade better than was expected, 
but New York showed a heavy decline, 
making it apparent that the New York bears 
were determined to crush the leading bull 
operators gf New Orleans. The market de- 
clined during the early part of the day to 
8.07 for January, which represents a de- 
cline of 44 points from Saturday's close. 
About midday the panic was intense, the 
liquidation being exceedingly heavy and 
cotton being sold in large lots. 

About this time the failures of two well- 
known brokerage firms, Emmett & Penchid 
and L. G. Gibert & Co., were announced. 
These failures are dué to inability to respond 
to calls for margins and both firms will like- 
ly resume within the next day or two. 

When the market was at its lowest point 
ahd disaster seemed imminent, the leading 
bear houses camie to the rescue and bought 
heavily, running the market up 13 points.

He cited sev- 
eral cases of typhoid-fever, and said he had 
been told of others of the most malignant 
type which had been caused by impure lake 
water.

Copt. J. H. Peters said the issue had forced 
itself upon the people twenty-three years ago 
and the contamination of water since that 
time had been becoming more and more no- 
ticea ble. 

R. A. Waller moved the appointment of a 


‘committee of five, which should investigate 


the subject and consult with the Drainage 
Trustees as to the best plan to adopt. He 
said the people did not know just what they 
wanted and should have a specific policy on 
which the issue, so vital to Lake View, should 
be fought out.

He 
wanted a course outlined for the dredging of 
the river from Fullerton aveuue to Bowman- 
ville.

rom the treatment of the firsttwenty cases. 

The false membrane does not disappear rapidly. 
glandular swelling of the neck does not sub- 
immediately, neither does a high temperature 
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these persons contracted the disease.. Dr. 
Zabolotnui himself underwent the treatment 
for an attack of diphtheria, and describes 


/ graphically the rapid subjective improve- 


ment after the first injection, the disappear- 
ance of headache, and of the apathetic state 
into which he had fallen, with corresponding 
rise in spirits and improvement in all the 


specific symptoms. 
Dr. Reilly’s Statement. 


Dr. F. W. Reilly, Assistant Commissioner 
of Health, has prepared a circular on anti- 
toxin treatment of diphtheria in which he 
says: 

At the recent meeting of the British Medical As- 
sociation, July 30 to Aug. 3, statistics were pre- 
sented from the hospitals of England, Scotland, 
Munich, Berlin, and New York showing the re- 
duction of mortality from diphtheria under the use 
of anti-toxin. : 

Prof. Dr. von Ranke of the University of Munich 
stated that the annual mortality from primary 
diphtheria between 1887 and 1804 had been 48.8 
per cent—the lowest 42.2 per cent in 1887 and the 
highest 57 per cent in 1894. Since beginning the 
serum treatment, Sept. 25, 1804, the mortality has 
been reduced to 17.7 per cent. 

The mortality has, therefore, been brought down 
considerably more than one-half from that of the 
best ante-serum year, and more than two-thirds 
from that of the worst. 

Prof. Dr. A. Baginsky of the University of Ber- 
lin reported that during the last year he had treat- 
ed 525 cases of diphtheria with serum. Previous 
to the introduction of this form of treatment the 
mortality had, during four years, averaged 41 per 
cent, while now it is only 16.6 per cent. 


It Reduces Mortality. 

As to the general condition of the patients Dr. 
Baginsky considered that the serum treatment not 
only reduced the mortality, but that the general 
condition of the children was improved ; that there 
was very much less danger from heart disease: 
that there were fewer cases of nephritis; that there 
was less danger of. laryngeal stenosis—no. case in 
his experience having had laryngeal obstruction 
unless this conditfon had already begun, and that 
intubation was always possible, whereas under 
the older treatment tracheotomy was very often 
necessary. — 

Similar results are of record as to Vienna, Paris, 
and London—the latest statistics of the Hospital 
des Malades in Paris, under MM. Roux, Martin, 
and Chaillou, give a mortality rate of only 10 per 
cent; while for the German Empire the following 
facts and figures are summarized from the report 
of the collective investigation undertaken by the 
Deutsche Medicinische Wochenschrift: The ob- 
servations extended over the period from Oct. 1 
1894, to April 1, 1895. The total number of cases 
of diphtheria reported was 10,312. Of these 5,833 
were treated with serum and 4,479 without it; the 

proportion of deaths in former group was 9.6 per 
cent, while in the latter it was 14.7 per cent. 

In 401 cases of children under the age ot 2 years 
in which the serum treatment was used early—thar 
is to say, on the first or second day of illness—11.8 
per cent died, the mortality rate under correspond - 
ing conditions when serum was not used being 39.7 
per cent. “ 

Of 2,556 éhildren between 2 and 10 years. of age 
4 per cent died after timely treatment with serum, 


being. 
15.2 per cent. - 

Of 696 patients over 10 years of age only 1 per 
cent died after early treatment with serum, the 
mortality among the others being 3.7 per cent. 

This gives a total death rate of 4.2 per cent when 
the serum was used on the first or second day of 
iliness, against a percentage of 14.7 when no serum 
was used. 

When the use of the serum was hegun late, that 
is, after the second day, mortality at the three age 
periods already indicated was 34.4, 14.9, and 9.9 
respectively, giving an average percentage for the 
three classes taken together of 16.9 per cent. 


Some Home Statistics. 

As to the United States, Dr. Herman M. Biggs, 
bacteriologist to the New York City Board ot 
Health,stated that he had had under his charge be- 
tween 400 and 500 cases of diphtheria, which had 
been treated with anti-toxin in their own homes. 
These had all been severe cases, and the mortality 
had been slightly over 16 per cent. The mortality 


tor the whole of New Tork, he added, had been 


reduced over 40 per cent. 

Finally, as to its protective or prophylactic ef- 
fect: Dr. Biggs dwelt upon the importance of the 
anti-toxin in preventing the spread of the dis- 
ease by rendering those who were exposed to the 
infection immune. In one hospital there had been 
107 cases of diphtheria in 108 days; immunizing in- 
jections of the serum were then resorted to with 
all the inmates—200 unite of Behring’s preparation 
being used in each case. During the next thirty 
days only one very mild case occurred; in the fol- 
lowing thirty days another mild case occurred and 
then five more. Injections of 225 unſts were then 
used and there were no more cases. The same re- 
sult was obtained in three other institutions and 
the value of the immunizing power of anti-toxin 
was conclusively demonstrated. 

Dr. “Biggs concluded by saying that in over 800 
subjects treated for the purpose of rendering them 
immune he had in no case observed any unfavor- 
able symptom; in a few cases rashes, apparently 
urticarial in nature, had occurred on the eighth 
day, and in some there had been a temporary rise 
in temperature which, however, had in no case 
resisted treatment more than twelve hours. 

The demand for anti-toxin among private 
physicians in Chicago is increasing. Sun- 
day Dr. E. P.. Murdock, district medical 
officer for the Department of Health, admin- 
istered the treatment to five patients suffer- 
ing from diphtheria at the request of the 
attending physicians. The records of the 
Health Department show also that the 
death rate from diphtheria still continues 
to be high, there — forty-three deaths 
from that disease and croup last week, 
which was a higher rate than from any 
other’ cause except consumption. Typhoid 
fever is on the decline, as only thirteen 
deaths resulted from that cause last week. 
‘The character of the water is decidedly im- 
proved, as shown by nine analyses made 
last Saturday, only two of which showed the 


water to be suspicious, and as the bacterio- 


logical examination has not been completed 
it cannot be determined whether the sam-

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‘SOUTH SIDE CABLE-IS DRIVEN BY AN 
ernte MOTOR. 


Aung. 12 and the Experiment Is a Suc- 
Sees Mechanically<It Only Remains to 
Be Proven Whether It Is as Econom- 
jeal in Use as Steam—The Trial Is Made 
‘with Six Miles of the State Street Cable 
Description of the Equipment. 

The Chicago City railway company on the 
South Side has made an innovation in street 
railroad work that is just now attracting 
considérable attention on account of the re- 
sults. involved. It is in the shape of driving 
a considerable length of cable by a huge elec- 
tric motor instead of the steam engines usu- 
ally employed. The trial has proved a great 
success mechanically, and if it turns out to 
be. nical as well the other cable plants 
on the South Side will be replaced by elec- 
tric motors. Aug. 1 the installation of this 
trial motor was completed, but some time 
was taken up with experimental runs and 
changes, so it was not until Aug. 12 that the 
motor was tried in regular service. The 
project is now no longer looked on as an ex- 
periment mechanically, but is an assured 
success. 1 

The power plant which has been replaced 
by this electric motor is. situated at Fifty- 
second and State streets and drives the six 
miles of State street cable from Sixty-third 
to Thirty-ninth street. It consists of three 
a horse-power boilers and two pairs of 
engines to drive the cable, each pair having 
a capacity of 500 horse-power. The motor 
substituted for these engines and boilers is 
a 400 horse-power Westinghouse multipolar 
motor run on a direct current at 525 volts 
pressure. One pair of engines was dis- 
mounted in order to make room for the 
motor, but the other pair is held in reserve 
in case of a breakdown to the electric outfit. 
The boilers have not been removed, but after 
a ‘thorough overhauling stand ready for 
emergency service. The current for the 
motor is obtained: fr the street railway 
system of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany, 

Idea May Be Developed. ; 

The importance of this innovation in street 
railroad work is largely due to the develop- 
ments of the idea that may follow. As all 
the street railway companies are obliged to 
keep huge electrical power houses in full 
operation, if it proves economical to super- 
sede a cable plant by an electric motor, it 
will de but a short time before all the cables 
in the city will be. driven by electric power. 
This result is regarded by engineers as, a 
possibility. It.is a question whether the 
well-known’ saving in the cetralization. of 
power a will be great enough to over- 
come the loss in the extra transmission and 
transformation of the power. 

The present. experiment is being tried un- 
der the most favorable circumstances. Di- 
rectly across the alley in the rear of the 
power plant where the motor has been in- 
stalled is the great electric power house of 
the Chicago City railway company. The 
size of this plant, aggregating 7.500 horse- 
power maximum capacity, ig:so great that 
the additional power required for the cable 
motor is a very small item in the total ex- 
pense, and hence is furnished very economic- 
ally. An emergency steam pipe is now being 
run across the alley between the two power 
plants, so that in case of a break-down'to 
the electric motor steam will be in readiness 
to run the cable without starting the boilers 
of the small plant. The distanee of trans- 
mission of electric current is very small, be- 
ing about 600 feet, and hence the loss on 
that account will not be great. The saving 
in labor with an electric motor is considera- 
ble. In cleanliness, convenience, and few- 
ness of repairs the motor is far ahead of the 
steam engine. A careful record of the rela- 
tive cost ot the steam and electric plants will 
be kept, and should the result be in favor of 
the electric motor the next cable plants of 
the Chicago City railway to be equipped 
with motors will be that at the corner of 
Fifty-fifth street and Wabash avenue, which 
drives three lines of cable. 


Does the Work with Ease. 


The ease with which the new electric motor 
does its work is noticeable. Instead of the 
usual roar and pound of the engines, with 
a perceptible variation in speed, the motor 
runs almost noiselessly and perfectly steady, 
no matter what the load on the cable. The 
motor is placed a short distance from one 
of the engines, so that the same belting 
could be used between its pulley wheel and 
the main shafting, which is in turn connected 
by clutches with the cable-driving machin- 
ery. The motor has a small marble switch- 
board beside it, on which are located main 
and reversing switches, field and armature 
rheostats, and an ammeter: The current 
used by the motor varies between 400 and 
600 res ordinarily, but at morning and 
evening usually runs up to nearly 1,009 
amperes, or about the rated capacity of the 
motor, 600 horse-power. The main starting 
rheostat is located in the basement and con- 
sists of a huge tank of water filled with re- 
sistance coils. It often has to stand 1,500 
amperes of current when starting the motor 
with a load. The motor runs about twenty- 
two hours out of the twenty-four, but has 
net given the slightest trouble since being 
put into regular service. 

The electric power-house in the rear of the 
cable part has just been completed and is 
one of the finest in the city. This power- 
house, which it is hoped will eventually run 
every street car on the South Side, is a rather 
handsome brick building occupying 125 feet 
in Wabash avenue by 150 feet depth. It is 
a pleasant building, divided into two rooms 
by a heavy fire wall. The boiler-room, next 
to the alley, is 125x060 feet. It contains two 
batteries of seven horizontal tubular boliers. 
These are fitted with the Murphy self-stok- 
ing smokeless furnace and burn screenings. 
The screénings are elevated outside and are 
8 over the boilers, seventy tons being 
kept on hand, from which place it is fed 
automatically into the furnaces, so that no 
coal appears in the boiler-room at all. The 
boilers are seventy-two inches in diameter 
and twenty-two feet long, giving a rated ca- 
pacity of 250 horse-power each, with a max- 
imum capacity of 300 horse-power. Steam 
pressure is kept close to 100 pounds. 

The boilers are fed by two exhaust injectors 
ot huge size, a pump being held in reserve. 
Resides operating the injectors, the exhaust 
steam heats two feed water heaters between 
the boilers. The stack has a flue ten feet in 
diameter, It is built of brick and is 175 feet 


high. ;

No grounds are used in the South Side 
street railway system, a metalljc return be- 
ing provided for every foot of track operated 
by the new station. A subterranean coh- 
duit runs pag nn J from the power-house 
basement to State street. In this aré laid 
twenty cables, each of a section of 500,- 
000 cireular mils.. This duit runs direct- 
ly to State street, where the wires connect 
on the track. The cross town lines crossing 
State street are connected by wires of large 
capacity to the cable track wherever they 
cross. As the cross town lines are built of 
SO and 100 pound rails and are double bonded 
with four-nought wire it insures a metallic 
return of large carrying capacity from any 
point on these roads to the power-house. 
When the South Side system is complete 
State and Halsted streets will be the main 
return lines, with cross town lines connected 
to their tracks wherever they cross them. 
There will be no grounds used and no induce- 
ment for the current to leave the metallic 
path provided for it back to the power- 
house. 

The power-house first began furnishing 
current in May, 1898. Since then it has 
never shut down. It operates fifty-three 
miles of track, on which are running 150 
motor cars. Each car has two twenty-five 
horse-power mé@tors. The entire equipment 
is of the Weatinghouse pattern. When all 
the franchises now asked for are granted. 
including Indiana avenue, the company will 
operate nearly 100 miles of track and 300 
cars. The chief engineer of the company is 
R. J. Hill, and the electrical engineer is C. 
J. Reilly.

LOOP PROMOTERS EXPECT NO TROUBLE. 


Surveyors Are Locating the Line and 
the Foundations for Pillars. 

Surveyors are out on Wabash avenue 
marking the line of the elevated loop and the 
location of the foundation for pillars. It is 
the purpose of the Union Loop company to 
have the foundations of the structure. in 
before winter sets in. Yesterday D. H. 
Louderback said plans would be made rapid- 
ly for the ironwork, which would be shoved 
along rapidly. 

So far, the loop people say, no notice of 
intention to interfere with the construction 
has been given by any of the Wabash ave- 
nue property-owners who declined to sign 
the frontage petition. It is known, how- 
ever, that several of them have been in con- 
sultation with Attorney S. B. Packard, who 
was prominent in the Wabash Avenue Pro- 
tective Association. Mr. Packard filed a 
brief in the Supreme Court in the J. W. 
Doane-City railway case, and since the de- 
cision was rendered he has held the view that 
the loop company’s frontage petition was 
clearly illegal and the ordinance susceptible 
to an attack with prospects of the suit end- 
ing in the destruction of the grant. 

The matter has been reported to Attorney- 
General Moloney, who, with the State’s- 
Attorney, is held to be the proper person to 
impeach the ordinance in court. He has not 
given his decision yet, and Packard would 
not say yesterday what course he and his 
friends had decided to pursue. Friends of 
the loop say there will be no trouble. 


STRIEZ AND LOCKOUT SsTATISTICS. 


Commissioner of Labor Wright Pre- 
sents Interesting Figures. 

Washington, D. C., Oct, 21.—In his tenth 
annual report, Carroll D. Wright, Commis- 
sioner of Labor, computes that the loss to 
employees in establishments in which lockouts 
and strikes occurred during the thirteen and 
a half years ending June 30, 1894, was 8100, 
493,382, and to employers $94,825,837. The 
loss to employés on account of strikes was 
$163,807,866, and on account of lockouts $26, - 
685,516; to employers on account of strikes, 
$82,500,386, and on account of lockouts $12,- 
235,451. 

The number of establishments involved in 
strikes in this period was 609,167, and the 
number of persons thrown out of employ- 
ment by reason of strikes 3,714,406, making 
an average loss to the empli¢yés of each es- 
tablishment of $2,368, and to each person of 

. The number of establishments in- 
volved in lockouts was 6,067, and the number 
of persons locked out 366,690. These persons 
lost an average of $73 each. The assistance 
given to strikers and the subjects of lock- 
outs was, as far as ascertainable, $13,438,- 
704, or a little over 7 per cent of the total 
loss to employés. 

Success was gained by the employés in 
over 43 per cent of the strikes, partial suc- 
cess in over 10 per cent, while the remaining 
46 per cent were failures. Over 48 per cent 
of the lockouts succeeded completely, and 
over 10 per cent partially. The others were 
failures. In the successful strikes 660,992 
were thrown out of employment, 318,801 in 
those partially successful, and 1,400,988 in 
those which failed. Of the total number of 
persons thrown out of employment by the 
strikes in the entire period of thirteen anda 
half years, 8.78 per cent were females, and 
by lockouts 22.53. 

Sixty-nine per cent of all the strikes and 
76 per cent of all the lockouts of the seven- 
and-a-half-year period occurred in the 
States of Illinois, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, and Massachusetts, Illinois taking the 
lead.

LATIN NOW A. SUCCESS: 


PRAISE FOR A NEW DEPARTURE IN 
THE PUBLIC scHOOL. 


Idea of Introducing an Elective Cou 
in Latin in the Seventh and Eighth 
Grades Has Proved to He a Good 
Experiment—Supt. Lane Tells What 
Classes Were Organised, What They 
Did, and How Many Pupils Were in 
Them—W hat the Experiment Means 

The new departure in the public schools 
of introducing an elective course in Latin 
in the seventh and eighth grades has proved 
an unexpected success. Supt. Lane in his 
report said last year Latin classes. were or- 
ganized in five schools and 106 pupils en- 
rolled and arrangements were made to es- 
tablish a class in every school or group of 
schools where there were forty pupils who 
desired it. This present school year, begin- 
ning Sept. 1, there have already been organ- 
ized Latin classes in thirty-five schools and 
1,700 pupils enrolled. . b 

Assistant Superintendent Nightingale 
said yesterday that the results of offering 
facilities for studying Latin were satisfac- 
tory, several of the principals having re- 
ported that theif pupils were taking great 
interest in the study, not only for its own 
sake but as an aid to the study of English 
language. 

This plan of introducing Latin in the pub- 
lic schools has been urged by Prof. Night- 
ingale for several years. It was reported on 
favorably by the famous Committee of 


Ten,“ of which President Eliot of Harvard 


was the head, and its object is the union of 
the grammar school, the high school, and 
the college into one harmonious system, 
and is also in harmony with the course 
adopted at the University of Chicago, by 
which high school graduates are admitted 
to the university. , 

There is a common feeling among many 
parents that this is a step in the wrong 
direction—to teach Latin in public ‘schools, 
but this feeling is due to a misconception of 
the purpose for which this study was intro- 
duced. The study, it will de remembered, 
is optional, not compulsory. It can be re- 
served for those only who intend going to 
college, or can be taken by those Who ex- 
pect to stop their studies after finishing the 
high school. 

As Prof. Nightingale urged in his recent 
address before the high school principals . 
and teachers in this city, the object is two- 
fold: First, the union of the common and 
high schools with the college, so as to in- 
terest pupils to take the whole course, and to 
bridge the chasms between the different 
classes of schools; and, second, the universal 
spread of a more intelligent English speech, 
by which the conglomerate masses of this 
country may become more perfectly aggluti- 
nated and assimilated. 

It has been found that pupils after they 
had been compelled to memorize the precise 
forms of Latin nouns.and. verbs, and to 
notice the nice -distinctions of words, 
mastered their subsequent English language 
studies far more easily and completely. 
Somewhat the same plan was in view in the 
proposed introduction of algebra before 
arithmetic in the higher grammar school 
grades. The two. year course in Latin in 
theseventh and eighth grades is followed by a 
four year (elective) course in the high school, 
= the pupil is then qualified to enter col- 
ege. 

The objections that are urged are, first, 
that there is no room for Latin in the com- 
mon schools and, second, beeause ſt is a dead 
language and impractical and unnecessary 
for a business-man. The room for Latin is 
found by somewhat limiting the time for 
English, as it is found that the scholars 
learn their English so much faster after 
studying Latin that they can make up all 
the time lost. 

Against the objection that Latin is unnec- 
essary it is claimed that the advantages in 
mental training which long experience has 
shown are gained by the study of Latin can 
be gained in no other study and are so great 
that a due regard for the employment of the 
best means for mental developmefit requires 
the placing of this branch in the common 
school studies. 

This step will undoubtedly provoke much 
criticism and opposition, but it has only been 
taken after being recommended by the high- 
est living educational authorities arid its 
enthusiastic adoption by so many in the 
Chicago public schools shows it must meet 
a real want. The fact that it is optional re- 
lieves it of much opposition, for those par- 
ents who only want their children to have 
what is called a “practical” education can 
still select other branches of study which 
will satisfy them. * 


BISHOP ADAMS VISITING ia CHICAGO. 


Talks of the Proceedings of the Epis-~- 
copal Convention at Minneapolis. 

The Rt.-Rev. William Forbes Adams, Bish- 
op of Easton, Maryland, is the guest of his 
brother, Judge Francis Adams of Chicago. 
The Bishop has been in attendance at the 
general convention of the Episcopal Church 
at Minneapolis. 

The principal thing done by the conven- 
tion,” said Bishop Adams, “was the thor- 
ough discussion of the revision of the’const!- 
tution. The Bishops and other clergymen 
were well informed on the subject when they 
went to the convention, but the discussion 
was necessary so the laymen might get a 
thorough understanding. of the matter. 
Three years from now the questions will be 
ready for settlement. 

“There was no question brought up which 
raised a sharp issue between the different 
schools of thought which are called ‘high, 
low, and broad.’ Dr. Huntington of New 
York made an effort to secure an enact- 
ment which would allow Bishops to receive 
under their charge congregations of other 
denominations which recognized the four 
church essentials, and whose tors were 
willing to. receive Episcopal ordination.

heights above, while Lee’s men were below 
in the Devil's Den, it was due to the fact that 
Meade outgeneraled Lee and secured such 
an advantage by his superior tactics. 

“Lee had just the same chance to get the 
heights that Meade had, but he did not, and 
his men had to climb up hills and fight in the 
face of what was a natural citadel, where 
Meade was lodged. 

Johnston was the superior of Lee in every 
way, but he was hampered by having in- 
curred the displeasure of President Davis. 
The fineness of Johnston's judgment is 
shown by the fact that he was anxious to 
march immediately on Washington just 
after the victory at Manassas; but the rea- 
son he did not do so, so Johnston always 
said, was that he was obliged to obey Davis’ 
orders, which prevented his making what 
would have been the coup 4’état of the con- 
flict, and have brought speedy success to 
the Southern arms. Had Johnston marched 
on Washington it would have fallen. The 
South would thus have secured the key to 
the situation. 

J was with the army when the surrender 
took place at Appomattox. When Lee found 
that we were cut off he sent for me and told 
me that he could not get away. He said 
that it was impossible to escape, and warited 
to know what plan of action I pro- 
pose. I told him that, as he stated the mat- 
ter, it was its own answer. He then sent 
for Gen. Mahone and made the same state- 
ments to him, and Mahone. advised him to 
see Gen. Grant about matters. Lee ap- 
proved of this advice, got on his horse, and 
rode out to find Grant. 

While he was gone I heard a report which 
led me to believe that it was possible to cut 
our way out of the Union lines which were 
hemming us in, and I decided to stop Lee 
on his errand to Grant. Lee had considera- 
Die start, bit I sent for the fleetest courier 
in the army to race after-him and bring him 
back from his mission. Yet the condition 
of the men and horses was such that it 
seemed impossible to get a fresh courier for 
the errand. — 

It happened that Col. Heiskell ot South 
Carolina had a fine blooded mare that had 
been brought from Petersburg. It was 
fresh and spirited, and Héeiskell offered to 
render whatever service he could: I told 
him at once to get on thé mare and ride after 
Lee. I told him not to spare the mare, to 
kill it if necessary, but find Lee at all events 
before he reached Gen. Grant. Heiskell set 
out at a thundering pace, but when he got to 
Lee it was too late. I afterwards discovered 
that the report which had reached me 
false, so it was well enough that Heisk Teil 
had not sueceeded in catching Lee before 
he had communicated with Grant.

Salt ‘hoa Herald: The Utah Sugar com- 
[mee — begun a novel use fon the waste 
product from the works at Lehi, known as 
hy- product, or molasses. Roads are actual- 

ly being constructed with the strups, which 
are valueless as sugar producers, the life 
having been extracted... The molasses is 
used as a cement, the body of the road ma- 
‘terial being made up of gravel. This new 
method was first used on the road leading 
from the country road to the sugar factory, 
and.the travel. over this thoroughfare since. 
the opening of the sugar season has demon- 
strated the value of the sirups and gravel 
as materials for the improving of ‘roads. 
The piecé of road that has been so improved 
is as Hard as macadam, and even the heav- 
jest loaded wagons do not cut it up. The 
sirups. are first poured over the roadway to 
be improved, and then a layer of gravel is 
sprinkled on. More sirups and gravel fol- 
low in their turns, until the road is in perfect 
condition. There seems to be just sufficient 
potash salts in the molasses to give it the 
necessary cementing qualities. 

This making of roads and walks with ref- 
use sirups from sugar factories has also 
been successfully tried in California. it is 
not at all unlikely that at theend of the pres-

BORTHWESTERN LAKES prime UP. 


Remarkable Physical Change Going 
On in Minnesota and the Dakotas. 

St. Paul Pioneer Press: A remarkable 
physical change has been going on in Minne- 
sota within the last ten years, of the extent 
or significance of which few people are 
aware. Minnesota has long been known 
as the Lake State.“ It was famous as 
containing a greater number and variety of 
beautiful lakes than any other section of the 
country. In an official report of Surveyor- 
Géneral J. H. Baker, published some eleven 


years ago in the Pioneer Press, it was stated 


that there were over 7,000 lakes within the 
surveyed limits ot the State. But the last 
ten years have wrought wonderful changes 
in this characteristic feature of 
our landscapes. A large proportion 
of these lakes have dried up entirely 
and in many cases cultivated fields now oc- 
cupy their rich bottoms formerly covered by 
from ten to twenty feet of water. Nearly all 
of the rest have grecktly shrunken in volume 
and are slowly disappearing... There are a 
few exceptions, but this is the general rule. 
The Pioneer Press publishes this morning, 
in reply to its inquiries, a large number of 
letters from correspondents on the subject, 
and they bear startling testimony to the mel- 
ancholy fact that as a rule the lakes of 
Minnesota are gradually drying up. There 
seems to be no instance in which even the 
largest and deepest lakes, though nourished 
by spring fed streams, have not consider- 
ably diminished in volume. _The same story 
comes from every section o e State; from 
Nicollet's undine region, which embraced 
the Counties of Le Sueur, Blue Earth, and

But our re 
ports from that district are as yet too partial 
to be able to name the list of exceptions, if 
there be any, to the general rule. 

It is even worse in the Dakotas than in Min- 
nesota. There were many large lakes in 
those: States ten years ago, some of them 
miles in extent. But nearly all of them have 
now disappeared, their ancient beds turned 
into fields, and such as remain are shrunk 


to sloughs or pools in great wastes of reedy 
mud. Lake Madison in South Dakota, one 


of the largest and finest lakes in that State, 
was equipped some years go with steamboats 
and hotels and all the arrangements for a 
Western Chautauqua assembly. 
reach of five miles for steamboat excursions 
and in great part was from twenty to thirty 
feet deep. It has suffered the fate of all the 
rest, and the waters have so far retreated 
that at the present rate of decrease it will 
not be long before they disappear entirely. 
What is the cause of this drying up of the 
lakes of Minnesota and the Dakotas? Our 
correspondents are generally agreed that it 
is due, first, to the diminished rainfall of the 
last ten, and especially of the last six or 
seven years, and, second, in the cultivation 
or the soil in their neighborhood, which has 
absorbed the rainfall that would otherwise 
have been drained into the lakes. There is no 
doubt that this is the true explanation. Be- 
fore the soil was broken up for farming pur- 
poses the native sod formed a thatched roof 
from which within the limits of the drainage 
area the water from rain or snow flowed 
freely into the streams and lakes. But when 
the plowman. broke up this roof every fur- 
rcw cut off the natural drainage, and it was 
absorbed in the .sandy loam, which forms 
the prevailing soil of both Minnesota and 


“Dakota. The diminished drainage basin and 


the diminished rainfall together are suffi- 
ment to account for the gradual drying up or 
thé lakes. 

Is their disappearance permanent? For 
the smaller and shallower lakes, yes. The 
diminished drainage supply is sufficient 
alone to account for their disappearance. 
The eVaporation in the hot summers is too 
rapid to be overcome by the relatively small 
supply of rain water received from their 
diminished basins. As to the larger lakes 
fed by streams or by adequate drainage 
areas it may be confidently predicted that 
they will be gradually filled up again, nearly 
if not quite to their old level. For there is 
no reason to suppose that the diminished 
rainfall of Minnesota and Dakota during the 
last eight or nine years indicates a perma- 
nent change of climate. Every old Minne- 
sotian has seen several years of drought in 
succession, in consequence of which the 
lakes in the Red River valley and other dis- 
tricts affected by it either dried up or lost 
much of their ter. Subsequent years of 
increased rain and snowfall filled them uv 

n. To the cycle of dry years we have 
recently been passing through is sure to 
succeed a cycle of wet years. The Pioneer 
Press, therefore, agrees with those of its 
correspondents who believe that eventually 
a few seasons of heavier precipitation wii! 
replenish the wasted waters of many of 
these vanished or shrunken lakes. They 
will probably never again reach their maxi- 
mum levels in the past, for the reason al- 
ready stated—the encroachment of agri+ 
culture on their basins of Water supply. 

Of the 7,000 lakes of Minnesota in 1885, it is 
quite probable that as the result of the culti- 
vation of the soil perhaps a third or more of 
them will permanently disappear. The re- 
mainder will fluctuate in volume with the 
average rainfall, shrinking materially dur- 
ing successive dry séasons and reappearing 
in all their ancient beauty when the rain 
comes back to fill their empty bowls.

Dr. Harper Wants More Attention Paid to

ment Prophecy yesterday in Steinway Hall. 
After an explanatory introduction Dr. Har. 
per took up in detail the addresses of Amos, 
referring to the man and his times; following 
this with the prophecies of Isaiah, of the 
Prince of Peace, and of Zephaniah, With 
liberal quotations and explanations he recited 
the conditions of the people and the 
manner in which they received the 
prophets. He contended thete was 
widespread indifference among both 
ministers and laymen to the real vaiue of the 
Old Testament prophetic books—an ‘indiffer- 
ence, he tho — largely due to ignorance 
misunders rue knowledge of their 
ean ela ybrncipies ‘depended upon * 
nowle roper un 
litical and — 43 raclitish history. “That 
history was fundamental. It differed from 
all other history in producing _— reat lives 
‘such as those of Moses. Samuel, vid, a 
Isainh. Roman and Greek history produced 


no true prophecy. 

The real prophet’ s chief work was that of a 
reformer, labor te improve the religious con- 
dition of the people. Old Testament proph- 
ecy he aid was the illustration and the dec. 
laration of the principies of divine govern- 
ment. It grew out of the history of the 
times, and was based on that history. It had 
words of exhortation in view of the present, 
promises and warnings with reference to 
the future, and lessons drawn from the past. 


DRINK NOTSING AT YOUR MEALS. 


Important to Fat Peop!e and Those Who 
Would Preserve Health. 

The reason why drinking should not accom- 
pany eating, but be indulged in before or aft. 
erward, i., in the fifst place, because liquids 
are foods as well as solid, and repasts must 
be kept as light as possible at all costs. 
But there is another reason. Dry re- 
paste, if light, lead to a loss of flesh, whereas 
the same quantity of food, if it includes 
liquids, is devoid of this effect. It is 
not easy to say why this should be so, 
but the most probable explanation is 
that when only solide are eaten the juices of 
the body are called into action to a larger ex- 
tent than otherwise in order to further the 
process of digestion, whence a sensation of 
thirst is usuaily experienced. The body 7 
thus lost more than the ordinary quantit 
water, and if this lues be not ren Ati ft 
drinking it will be replaced by the body itself, 
which will draw upon its supérfluous fat for 
the purpose. The fat is decomposed into its 
elements and combustion takes place. This 
process commences about an hour after eat- 


Ing. and if drinking be deferred until then, it 


may be indulged in afterward with profit, in- 
asmuch as it promotes the very process which 
half an hour earlier it would have prevented.

CHICAGO BETTER THAN PITTSBURG FOR 
IRON-MAKING., 

Andrew Carnegie was quoted in TRR 
TRIBUNE yesterday as saying that “ Pitts- 
burg is no longer the best point to manu- 
facture steel in the United States.“ 
reason for making this statement, which 
, evidently was an unwilling one, is that it 

now takes only one ton of coke to two tons 
of iron ore to make a ton of steel product. 
Thereforé a manufacturing plant on the 
shores of the great lakes, getting its two 
tons of ore by water, has the advantage of 
having to transport only its one ton of coke 
by rail. The lake shore is the place now 
to locate new steel works.“ 

The old-time conditions of manufacture 
have been radically changed by the intro- 
duction of new processes. Many years ago 
it took more than four times, and not lonz 
since two or three times, the quantity of 
fuel now found sufficient for turning out a 

ton of the finished product. Then it was 
highly important to have the furnaces as 
near as possible to the coal beds. Now it is 
more economical to carry the ore a shorter 
distance at the expense of longer trans- 

' portation for the smaller quantity of fue! 
needed. But for equal distances water 
| transportation is much cheaper thay that 
by rail, and it is his knowledge of this fact

 SPAIN’S DESPERATE STRAITS IN CUBA. 

The dispatches from Havana printed in 
the last issue of Tun Taisunsz show that 
the condition of things in Cuba, as they re- 
late to Spanish operations, are not only 
critical but desperate. The number of 
troops which have been sent over from 
Spain, added to those in Cuba at the be 


for deaths which have occurred, makes a 
total of some 80,000. This large force has 
been worn down by disease and casualties 
of war so rapidly that Gen. Campos is 
clamoring for more men, and asks that 
12,000 artillerymen and engineers shall be 
sent at once or he will not be responsible 
for the result. From other and reliable 
sources it has been stated that Spain in- 
tends to increase its force in Cuba to 100,- 
000 men. 

This indicates that a ae the whole 
native element of Cuba is either in open re- 
yolt or is in such active sympathy with the 
insurgents that it has to be under -sur- 
veillance of small or large garrisons as the 
ease may be. Even in Havana, a city of 
200,000 people, four-fifths of them are 
native born and have to be kept from out- 
break by ten or fifteen thousand garrison 
troops. Every city, town, village, and 
plantation requires a garrison to keep the 
spirit of rebellion from eutbreaking dem- 
onstrations. Every mule of railroad and 
every bridge has to be guarded: All the 
great sugar, coffee, and tobacco plantations 
have to be protected by soldiers to prevent 
night raids upon them by the insurgents 
if their owners are in sympathy with Spain, 
and to prevent the blacks from being én- 
rolled in the Cuban army. Of the 1,500,000 
people in Cuba 1,250,000 are hostile to 
Spanish rule.

not About time for the United States Gov- 
ernment to say this war must stop, to 
notify Spain that it will not endure any 
further .effusion of blood, and that the best 
thing it can do is to pack up and clear out 
and make the best treaty it can, as En- 
gland did with this country, though En- 
gland did not have half the number of 
soldiers here, including the purchased Hes- 
sians, to put down three millions of people, 
which Spain has in Cuba to put down a 
million and a half? 


THE CITY ORDINANCE, NOT THE STATE 
LA 


Last week the Chief of Police notified the 
patrolmen to look out for and report all 
barber shops which were open on Sunday. 


A city paper, commenting on this, says: 
It was merely necessary for the Maycr to order 


the Cody law. Chief Badenoch had but to pass 
the order along down the line. And as a result 
ne shops, with but few exceptions, were closed, 
and the Cody law was upheld. 

If the Mayor can 40 this with the State law 
against Sunday barber shops he can do it with the 
State law which prohibits the Sunday saloon. 
On this point there is no room for question. The 
one law calls for enforcement just as much as the 
other. It is law and the du of the officials is to 
enforce it. Let the Mayor, in fulfiliment of his 
oath of office, order Chief Baderoch to compel the 
closing of the Sunday saloons and his police officers 
will ooey. * 

There is a serious and inexcusable mis- 
statement in the above. The Chief of 
Police is not trying to enforce a State law, 
but a city ordinance. On the 15th of last 
July the Council passed an ordinance de- 
claring it unlawful for any person to keep 
open a barber shop on Sunday and imposing 
a fine of $200 for each violation of it. That 
is what the police are acting under. The 
persons who break that ordinance can be 
taken before any Police Magistrate or Jus- 
tice of the Peace and fined under the city 
ordinance, and if tliey do not pay their fines 
they will be sent to the bridewell to work 
them out. If any summonses are iesued 
they will be under the city ordinance, and 
not under the State law. 

There is no city ordinance making it an 
‘offense to keep open saloons on Sunday. 
On the contrary, there is one which says 
they may be kept open on that day, pro- 
vided certain restrictions are observed re- 
garding the closing of doors and the cur- 
' taining of windows. For twenty-one years 
the city has sanctioned Sunday saloons, and 
not one of the persons who object to them 
has ever taken a step to test the validity of 
that ordinance. They confine their activity 

to calling on the Mayor to violate it and 

break his oath of office.

Ar BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA. 
The following official announcement in 
the matter of the dispute over the boundary 
question between Great Britain and Vene- 
zuela was made public in London yesterday, 
and it is of special interest as being the 
first public utterance from the English side: 

In consequence of Venezuela not offering an 
apology or reparation for the Yurnan incident, the 
Marquis of has taken steps to inform 
it as to what reparation Great Britain requires. 
Rut as relations between the two countries have 
been broken off for some years the communicatioa 
was not sent through the direct diplomatic chan- 
nel. As the document has not reached its destina- 
tion it is not considered desirabie to give details 
of its contents, But it is couched in forcible 
terms and points out that Great Britain will not 
permit Venezuela to overstep the boundaries 
marked by the courses of the Rivers Cuyuni and 
Amacura, but is willing that the question of the 
other diaputed territory should be submitted ts 
arbitration. 

The position taken by England, so far as 
Venezuela is concerned, can hardly be in- 
telligently discussed until the reply of the 
latter becomes known. If Venezuela shall 
insist that the whole question shall be ar- 
bitrated and Great Britain declines and re- 
sorts to force, then the question becomes one 
of absorbing interest. What will the United 
States Government do? Will it en- 
force the provisions of the Monroe doctrine, 
or will it shamefully and ignominiously 
back down? If the action of Great Britain 
shall be in contravention of the Monroe 
doctrine and the President and his backers 
shall tamely submit to it they will only 
rush upon their own destruction. If the 
terms of that doctrine are violated every 
public man who shows the white feather 
will be retired from office as soon as the 
people can get to the polls and vote him out. 
Whatever right Venezuela holds under a 
reasonable construction of the Monroe doc- 


she has no such rights then there will be no 
need of American interference.

But if he should al- 
low Salisbury to bluff him and throw down 
his hand it would be the last of him. 


DOING THE BEST HE CAN. 

At the meeting of the Chicago Labor Con- 
gress on Sunday a resolution was passed 
censuring Chief of Police Badenoch for 
using intemperate language in his discus- 
sion with them. It appears that a commit- 
tee of the Harnessmakers’ Union had 
waited upon the Chief, and in the discus- 
sion which followed he was provoked and 
used a strong expression. Thereupon the 
harnessmakers, who never get angry, keep 
their tempers, and always use mild lan- 
guage, professed to be shocked, and told 
the Labor Gongress, and the Labor Con- 
gress, which never uses strong words or 
gets excited, was so shocked that it passed 
the resolution of censure referred to. It is 
a pity that the Chief should have lost his 
temper for a moment, but the gentle har- 
nessmakers and the patient congress should 
remember that the Chief is a Scotchman, 
and that Scotchmen, like Irishmen, occa- 


hot blooded races. There are several well- 
attested cases on record where persons of 
these nationalities have been known to get 
angry, and sometimes fighting mad, because 
by the law of heredity they can’t help it.

Tun Government of Argentina is propos- 
ing to unify the debts of that country by a 
comprehensive measure which will include 
not only the national loans but the guaran- 
tees to the railroads and the whole series of 
provincial debts, with the sole exception of 
such of the latter as satisfy their creditors. 
It is proposed in the first place to ask Con- 
gress to assent to the principle of the scheme 
and then the government will be able to treat 
authoritatively with the various classes of 
bondholders whose consent will be neces- 
sary before any new arrangement can be 
made. The proposition is that the new loan, 
to represent the whole of this indebtedness, 
shall not exceed 375 million dollars and bear 
interest at 4 per cent, but it is 
thought not improbable that permis- 
sion will be asked to jncrease the 
amount to 500 millions, one-quarter of 
it to be utilized as a substitute for the 
3% per cent bonds deposited in the treasury 
to guarantée the validity of the bank notes. 
The interest charges on this amount would 
be at least $4 per head per annum, the popu- 
lation of the country not exceeding five mill- 
ions, but it would not increase the load on 
the average citizen, though it hardly could 
be carried out without involving great in- 
equality, as some of the States have only 
a small indebtedness, while that of Buenos 
Ayres is very large. The present annual lia - 
bility of the national government, including 
the railroad guarantees, is nearly two-thirds 
of the interest on 00 millions at 4 per cent. 
It is a question if the country is réady for 
such a comprehensive and sweeping reform 
of its finances. 


THe English Coéperative Wholesale So- 
ciety sold more than 11 million dollars’ worth 
of goods in the last, three months reported 
on, this being an increase of 4% per cent over 
the sales for the corresponding time last 
year. After allowing for interest and depre- 
ciation, the net profit amounted to nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars, out of which 
was paid a dividend at the rate of 6.67 per 
cent per annum to the stockholders, and half 
as much to the non-mémbers who purchased 
from the society during the quarter. The 
society manùfactures biscuits, shoes, soap, 
woolens, clothing, and flour, all of which are 
operated at a profit, and has a shipping de- 
partment which shows a small loss. It also 
takes money on deposit, in the shape of 
loans from members, on which it has al- 
lowed interest at the rate of 4 per cent per 
annum, but the managers now recommend 
that the rate be reduced to 3 per cent. The 
codperative stores are numerous in En- 
gland, and effect to members an important 
saving in the cost of family supplies, but 
also they tend to keep down the profits of 
other retailers to the lowest possible figure, 
which is a grand thing for the community of 
tradesmen, however hard it may be on what 
the flrat Napoleon contemptuously called 
“shopkeeperm”’ 


I it be the duty of a country in time of 
peace to prepare for war it is still more a 
duty when the air is full of wars and rumors 
of wars and any day may find us involved 
in trouble with some foreign power. There 
are several vessels, mostly of the small 
dynamite class, ordered to be constructed. 
Why should they not be built at once? The 
Cramps, who have recently launched the 
splendid St. Paul and St. Louis, have an im- 
mense shipyard now comparatively empty.

§25,837. Total more than 285 million dollars. 
The number of establishments involved in 
strikes during this period was 69,167, and 
8,714,406 persons were thrown out of employ- 
ment, at an average loss of $44 to each Work- 
er concerned. The lockouts involved 6,067 
establishments and 366,600 workers, who 
lost an average of $73 each. This is a pretty 
big price to pay for the luxury of a strike.

* Indianapolis Journal: Washington, D. C., 
Oct. 5.—James Sheakley, Governor of Alaska, 
in his annual report to the Secretary of the In- 
terior,’ says that on the Fourth of July the 
cutters Rush, Corwin, Grant, and Perry were 
in the harbor of Unalaska and gave the natives 
an object lesson as to the proper and patriotic 
celebration of the day. 

On the disappearance of the seals the Gov. 
ernor says: “No one at all familiar with the 
past history of the isiands can look on the de- 
serted rookeries today and not realize with 
crushing force how great has been the diminu- 
tion of seal life, and especially of the reproduc. 
tive class-—the}females,”” The Governor says 
that the claims ot the Canadians and the Brit- 
ish that the excessive killing of seals on land 
is the cause of the depletion is disproven by the 
statistics. He says that on the rookeries now 
there are many male seals, while females are 
scarce. The diminution is due directly to the 
killing at sea, where no discrimination can be 
made as to sex of the seals. He says that bet- 
ter protection must be granted them than is 
afforded by the Paris tribunal, and that the 
schooners have not been able to make the 
usual catches this season, the catch of the 
British vessels being not over 200 per vessel. 

The Governor says of the British vessels: 
Their only hope of saving themselves from 
loss was Bering Sea. As the supply here 
(Pribyloff) is greatly diminished, Great Brit- 
ain gave to the Capadian sealers increased 
facilities by availing herself of a technicality, 
and violating the clear intent of the 
Paris regulations relating to firearms.

Writes One to Morrison. 


Senator Chandier’s letter to Chairman 
Morrison of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 


mission follows:

Commission—Sir: In response to my letter of 
inquiry of the 80th ult. I have received your let- 
ter of the $d inst. and also a letter from Com- 
missioner Knapp, dated on the 5th inst., stating 
the interview with him published in the 
Syracuse Post of ry 20 isa A mye «dl ac- 
curate report of what he then said, for which he 
is solely responsible, : 

An interview like that of Mr. Knapp goes to the 
world, if uncontradicted, as the views of the 
whole commission and has substantially the 
same effect asif formally issued by the Chair- 
man. This interview is a most surprising pro- 
nunciamento. It contains only two points and 
no single word not confined to one or the other 
point. 

The two points are: 

1. That if the new trunk line agreement is a 
violation of the ge HN law, itis a criminal 
misdemeanor with which the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission has nothing to do; and fur- 
ther that nothing has been done by the Trunk 
Line Association which calls for action by the 
commission or would furnish it with a pretext 
even for investigation. P 

2. That the trunk line Presidents are only 
making an agreement to adhere to their pub 
lished rates and to refuse to give favored ship- 
pers lower rates than they give other shippers, 
and are to be commended for — | it. 

To the first point it is to be replied that, if it 
is true, the public and the railroads had better 
join immediately in abolishi the useless and 
worthless commission. It will bea mere super. 
numerary statistical bureau, or worse than a 
a superserviceabie tool of the railroads to help 
them boodwink and oppress the pocpie. 

But it is not true. e inter-State commerce 
statute provides that any act by a common car- 
rier, or its officers or agents, done or permit 
or omitted contrary to the law shall be a_crime. 
It also provides that upon complaint of any per- 
son or corporation, or of she Railroad Commis- 
sioners of any State or Territory, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission shall investigate any 
violation of the law, and make au order compel}. 
ing the criminal to desist; and if the order is not 
obeyed the commission is to obtain a decree Of a 
United States court compelling obedience. Sec. 
18 also provides as to such investigation as 
follows: “Said commission . may insti- 
tute any inquiry on its own motion in the 
same manner and to the same effect as though 
complaint had been made.”

United States Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 21.—In the United 
States Supreme Court today opinions were ren- 
dered in a number of cases argued at the last term 
of the court. Justice Harlan read the court's 
opinion in the suits over lands embraced in the 
grant to the Sioux City and St. Paul railroad com- 
pany in O’Brien and Dickinson Counties, Iowa, to 
which the Sioux City road, the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road, the United States, and the 
settlers on the lands are parties. It was claimed 
by the government and the settlers that the Sioux 
City road had failed to earn about 21,000 acres of 
these lands, and the decision of the court today 
sustained this contention. The court failed +3 
take cognizance of the claim of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul road that it was entitled to 
the lands at the intersection of the two lines which 
the Sioux City company had failed to earn. 

The motion to advance the case of the Louisvilic 
and Nashville Railroad Company vs. The State of 
Kentucky was granted and hearing set for the 
first Monday in January. The cases of the Central 
Pacific and Southern Pacific Railroad Companies 
vs. The People of California were also advanced 
and set for the first Monday in January, as were 
the Tennessee Bank tax cases and the cases in- 
volving the constitutionality of the California Ir- 
rigation laws. In the case involving the boundary 
between th: States of Indiana and Kentucky at 
the mouth of the Green River an order was issue 
for’ the appointment of the commission whose 
names were suggested last Monday. 

The pension case of Judge Long of Michigan was 
set for the third Monday in January.
